This has been a sad 
year for Heidelberg. 

From the heady peaks 
‘of 1980. through a series 
‘of dizzying gyrations, 
they plummeted down 
not just to earth but to 
the status of PSL tailen- 
ders. 

Most of their wounds 
have been self-inflicted 
a wasteful, almost sinful 
exercise in appalling 
club leadership and 
management 

The Greeks would 
probably have a word for 
it; they usually do. | call 
it stupidity 

The problems started 
atter their brilliant 4-0 
Grand Final win in 1980 
with a minor dispute in- 


volving coach Len 
MeKendry 

He asked for a written 
contract for 1981 


roughly on same terms 
as before, The club 
refused. Nobody knows 


why 
So McKendry was for- 
ced to leave. together 


with veteran Pat Bannon, 
the brain of the defence 
branded as “trouble- 
maker.” 

Jimmy Rooney took 
over as coach but the 
team's fade-out began. 

Rooney's play, under 
the extra load and stress, 
started to’ suffer while. 
his relative inexperience 
as a coach merely com 
pounded the problems. 

‘And that's how things 
went for months until, at 
“jong last. McKendry was 
asked to return. 

| saw Heidelberg about 
10 weeks ago: a 
disorganised, low-spirited 
rabble. 

‘And | saw them again 
10 days: ago against 
Olympic, getting close to 
being once again the 
classiest, most 
methodical and enter- 
taining team in the PSL. 

And all this the han- 
diwork of McKendry, a 
prematurely — greying, 
quiet Englishman. 


While we talk in a 


restaurant, his hands 
fidget with the ashtray, 
salt-shaker and coffee- 
cup; very fine, almost 


feminine . hands. more 
like those of a watch- 


maker than a football 
coach. 
Every time | speak 


with McKendry about 
soccer. | get the same 
impression: he is one of 
the very few exceptions 
to'the species. 

He is articulate and 
thoughtful; not for him 
the few worn cliches so 
many other coaches and 
even international 
“stars” have as their 
whole vocabulary 

("We knock the ball 
in...we find the target 
man..we Jay off. the 
ball... and other 
inanities designed for 
and by simpletons.) 

He talks of Heidelberg 
as his masterpiece. a 
sculpture on which his 
work was interrupted by 
outside forces 

“it has taken me the 
whole of the seven weeks 
since my return to begin 
re-creating the team’s 
style and rhythm,” he 
says. 

“First we had to work 
‘on the defence because 
the team was conceding 
about two goals a match 
This is now down to 
about one goal a game.

Those who were lucky 
enough to see them at 
their best in 1980. say 
against Leichhardt or in 
the Grand Final , must 
remember the undoub- 
ted class of a superbly

McKendry believes 
that soccer is all about 
positive possession; the 
art of knowing how to 
hold and when to release 
the ball. 

“Ask any youngster 
why he plays soccer and 
he'll say because he 
likes to play ‘with the 
ball. 

“That instinct should 
be translated —_ into 
positive virtues in a 
team, 

“Any side that | coach 
must learn not to give 
the ball away carelessly: 
we don't believe in the 
tong punt forward. 

“If necessary. we play 
the game a little shorter 
and build up slowly. 


“But. everything is 
based on purposeful 
possession.” 


McKendry—an English- 
man—with South 
Americen or Continental 
philosophies... 

“The opposite of my 
principles is the English 
game where they are 
happy or at least willing 
to give the ball away and 
then fight madly to get it 
back. 

“This creates a sense 
of competition. contest 
and excitement. 
especially if both teams 
do the same. 

“But does it lead to 
results?” 


McKendry realises 
that Heidelberg will need 
some Solid rebuilding for 
next season. 
Jim Tansey, out with a 
severe cruciate ligament 
injury, Is unlikely to be as 
good as he was; Bob 
Provan is a big question 
mark inthe centre of the 
defence; young Charlie 
Yankos and Jeff Olver 
have yet to prove them: 
selves over a distance. 

“lam certain that 
Jimmy Rooney, whatever 
his age is, has at least 
another very good year 
or two in his short legs.” 
says Mckendry. 

“You don't often find 
players with his vision 
and distribution. 

“We will need a larger 
squad than we have 
today. Actually, we have 
only 12 fit and usable 
field players to choose 
from. now that Mcleod 


has arrived from Not- 
tingham. 
“and that's not 


enough for any league. 
We do have some talen- 
ted youngsters, like 
Nikolaidis. 16 and then 
Talevski, but we simply 
have to buy one or two 
for 1981." 

McKendry is one of 
those who regards the 
PSL standard very 
favorably. 

“honestly think the 
standard is surprisingly 
high,”’ he says. 

We recently played 
Preston who had Alan 
Whittle and — met 
Adelaide City who had 
Justin Fashanu. and 
these players fight very 
hard to score geals in 
the PSL. despite their

“| don't think our soc- 
cer gets the praise it

He admits that he 
would love to coach the 
national team. 

“| would apply if the 
position became vacant.

challenge and no 'self- 
respecting coach should 
ignore it. 

“lL have many ideas 
which | would like to put 
into practice and this is 
the arena | would need. 

“in the PSL most 
teams know exactly what 
Heidelberg does and 
they try to Stop us. 

“At international level 
you get more freedom 
for your ideas, more 
chance for surprise. 

“The better style and 
method you can build in- 
to a team the higher the 
level required to im- 
plement them. 

"Sometimes it's more 
difficult to play against a 
hard physical team than 
against a more 
sophisticated, more 
‘cerebral’ one which you 
meet on the international 
circuit, 

“That is one reason 
why our Victorian State 
team has been doing so 
very well in recent years 
against overseas sides.” 

What would he do dif- 
ferently from Gutendorf 
if he did become national 
coach? 

“First of all 1 would 
establish some stability 
in the team, | would want 
the players and others to 
see and feel all that.

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Is Croatia ready for the Philips League? 
Or perhaps the other way: is the Philips League 
ready for Croatia? 

This could be one of the most interesting rid- 
dles in the next few weeks as Croatia is racing 
towards the State title and Blacktown is slipping 
towards relegation, 

Last week's 10,000 crowd at the Croatia match 
must have set quite a poser to the ASF. 

Here we have a club capable of producing a 
giant-sized crowd for a State League match, out in 
the wilderness, at a ground without a single seat. 

The logical thing would seem to be to admit 
Croatia to the Philips League. 

But this is where logic falters. 

The present policy of the ASF is to discourage 
“nationalistic trends" in clubs. 

They won't even allow Leichhardt to revert back 
to their old name, APIA — although the four fet- 
ters, ever so cleverly construed, are mere ab- 
breviations. 

What chance would Croatia have to be accep- 
ted, under their present name? 

They are likely to be told to drop the name, 
colors, emblems and all other insignia they now 
carry and adopt a neutral name, something like 
Edensor Eels. 

And with that the club's support will nosedive 
from its present average of 6,000 (and potential of 
10,000) to a mere tew hundyed, 


* * * 


Croatia is the last remaining bastion of truly 
nationalistic clubs in NSW: its entire operation is 
based on fierce patriotism, a desperate fight fora 
political cause. 

It may well be a most legitimate cause; that's 
not the issue here. 

However, If you remove the cause, you remove 
the raison d'etre of the club — and kill most of its 
lively support. 

Of course, the Croatia-affair is not anew one: 
over the years, our various NSW administrations 
have been struggling to find a “solution” to it, 

A couple of times they changed the club's 
name, once to Metro Adriatic, once to South Syd- 
ney. 

But Croatia — the name, the club and the spirit 
— have survived. 

This may be envied, admired or condemned, ac- 
cording to your political views. 

Yet | bet my last dollar that the club leaders of 
our Italian, Greek, Jewish, Hungarian, Polish and 
‘other community-backed clubs would give 
anything to be able to re-create the same fervent, 
passionate following Croatia enjoy. 

Alas, they can’t: Croatia is unique. What holds 
them together is their undimishing desire to retain 
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the traditions and cultures of a race (or nation) 
which is now wholly and fully absorbed into 
another country. 

The same motivation is missing with the other 
ethnic groups. 


* * * 


Now the big question is this: recognising all 
these factors, should Croatia, as such, be allowed 
into the PSL — or should they be banished into 
permanent oblivion? 

Does top soccer need badly enough a club 
which can bring large crowds and “atmosphere” 
to our grounds — or can we afford the luxury of 
sticking to dubious principles which bar “ethnic 
names?” 

And anyway: Croatia is not much more of an 
ethnic name than is Olympic or Marconi — if there 
isa difference, it's only a nuance. 

My huneh is that Croatia,.under that name, will 
be rejected by the ASF who really appear to have 
to believe its own jingoistic creed of 
“australianising” soccer. 

Despite heaps of evidence to the contrary. they 
pretend to believe that one day the Bankstowns, 
Parramattas, Auburns, Blacktowns and other 
district clubs will create a soccer boom based on 
purely non-ethnic support. 

The events of the past 25 years, the continuing 
and continuous failures of district clubs to do just 
that is not accepted as proof; our administrations 
still cling to the belief that this will change. 

Perhaps it will. But not in our lifetime and not 
this century. either. 

We have what we have in Australian soccer: the 
make-up and the structure cannot be altered by 
mere wishful thinking. 

Croatia, with its vast, purely nationalistic sup- 
port, is a fact while the boom of the district clubs 
is.amere unfounded hope. 

The ASF may have to decide soon whether they 
preter reality or their own dreamworld. 


* * * 


Of course, there is yet another possibility — 
NOT to fill the vacancies which are likely to occur 
through the relegation of West Adelaide (certain 
to go) and Blacktown (likely to fallow). 

Adelaide would probably suffer through having 
only one PSL team — but even this isnot certain. 
The Westad fans would still go and see their 
team in action in the State League while the Ad- 
city supporters hardly bother now to watch their 

rivals. 


As for Sydney, this would be a chance to reduce 


the PSL quota from the inflated five to four. 


Everybody agrees — including the clubs — that 


Sydney cannot support five PSL teams; perhaps 
not even four or three, 


The crowds aren't there — and certainly not the 


players either. 

It's sheer nonsense to claim that the five Syd- 
ney clubs can attract the necessary 80 to 90 
quality players to their ranks. 

At least three of the five teams carry 
“passengers” at the moment whose ability would 
hardly warrant anything more ambitious than a 
State League outfit. 

Take Leichhardt, Olympic and Blacktown, for 
instance. 

For these three clubs to secure more players of 
the O'Connor, Wilson, Giampaolo, Butler, 
Katholos, Raskopoulos, Jennings, Djordjevic, 
Burrows and O'Donnell class — toname some of 
their stalwarts — would mean a capital outlay of 


about $100,000 each — if such players did become 


available. 
But where are they? There's a trickle from State 


League clubs, a few can be found interstate — but 


the majority would have to be imported from over- 
seas. 

And to keep five PSL clubs running in Sydney 
which cannot be staffed by locally produced 
talent isa sheer anachronism. 

Sydney was NEVER meant to have five PSL 
teams in the first place. 

When APIA declined to join the party, it looked 
certain that the four teams would be Hakoah, 
St.George, Western Suburbs and Marconi. 


In the last moment Olympic was added as an af- 


ter-thought. 

Western Suburbs dropped out after two 
struggling years, Olympic were relegated at the 
end of 1979 and St.George at the end of 1980 — 
and nowt looks like Blacktown’s turn. 

If you also consider that both Marconi and 
Olympic are closer to the bottom than the top and 
that some of the crowds, even at their dubious 
“official” level, show a declining interest, you've 


gota situation that would fully justify cutting back 


the Sydney quota to four teams.

In_ the Philips Cup

they were yet again let 
down by some of their

far. 

Whatever style the 
team did have once is 
now gone; what's leftis a 
bunch of players going 
through the motions 
with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm.
